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R.A. F. TRIED TO SINK 
TIRPITZ IN 1942 AND 
NEARLY SUCCEEDED 


Planes Bounced Mines Off 
Overhanging Cliffs, Caused 
Some Damage. 


LONDON, Nov. 16 
R. A. F. divulged a two-and-half 
year-old secret Jast night in an- 
nouncing that it first tried to sink 
the German battleship Tirpitz on 
the night of April 27, 1942, in a 
daring intricate operation that al 
most succeeded. 

The R. A. F. then did not have 
six-ton bombs which last Sunday 
sank the Tirpitz in Tromso Fijord, 
and the force was unable to deter- 
mine how badly the German bat- 
tleship was damaged in that first 
attack. 

The Tirpitz then nestled under 

a towering cliff in Foetten Fjord, 
an inlet of Trondheim Fjord. On 
the cliffs and all around the inlet 
there were powerful 
batteries. 
airfield and materials for a dense 
smokescreen surrounded the Tir- 
pitz. The Tirpitz itself had anti- 
aircraft guns and lying two miles 
north in Lo Fjord were the heavy 
cruiser Prince Eugen and 
pocket battleship Scheer 
their antidircraft guns. 
A. fleet of Lancasters and Hali- 
faxes attacked the Tirpitz not only 
with the armor-piercing bombs 
then available, but with mines and 
depth charges which were dropped 
on the cliff and rolled down be- 
tween the shore and the ship in 
an attempt to damage the battle- 
ship below the water line.

Questions Airport Cost 
Fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The most important question that now 
eonfronts the City of St. Louis is the 
acquisition of a new airport site. The 
funds are available. 

Mr. Kinsey has expressed a desire to 
ask for appropriations along a progres- 
‘sive line, in other words, to buy three 
or four small and unimportant tracts 
and repeat the process until the entire 
tract is assembled. The purpose evi- 
dently is to get started before we know 
the whole story, and then it is too late 
to quit. Mr. Kinsey knows the cost of 
the entire tract is far beyond the funds 
available and much more expensive than 
practical for airport purposes. 

I have just completed a trip to Colum- 
bia Bottoms and find the following: 

Present owners are reluctant to sell 
because they have ground that from a 
productive point is worth well in excess 
of $600 per acre. If, as stated, 5000 acres 
are to be acquired, the cost of land alone 
is well over $3,000,000. 

In addition, and in accordance with 
eity plans, these 5000 acres are com- 
posed of 98 separate farms, houses, 
churches,: etc., with average improve- 
ments in excess of $10,000 to $30,000— 
perhaps an average of $20,000 each, 
making a total for ee of 
$1,960,000. 

Excluding engineering, surveys, legal, 
eondemnation and other expenses, the 
assembled site would cost in excess of 
$5,000,000. 

It has been estimated, and the public 
is led to believe, that the site can be 
purchased for $1,500,000, exclusive of 
excavations, fill and storm drainage, 
which is set up in the Horner Report at 
$2,085,718. 

Will the citizens of St. Louis pay this 
enormous and excessive amount, $7,- 
085,718 for the ground only, in no better 
a location than Lambert Field? Will the 
citizens be led into the purchase of only 
part of the site, and then find them- 
selves spending all the available funds 
for land and have nothing remaining for 
improvements? Remember the _ Free 
Bridge with no approaches for 12 long 
years.

The Plot to Kill MVA 


Senator Overton of Louisiana, chairman of the 
Senate Commerce subcommittee in charge of the 
flood-control and rivers-and-harbors bills, is ad- 
mittedly out to kiil MVA, and is attacking it in 
two ways, either of which could bé fatal. 

First, Overton plans to bring up in the Senate 
next week the questionable compromise plan 
which would turn the Missouri Valley over to 
the Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau. 

Second, and perHaps with even more lethal 
intent, Overton and Senator Bailey of North 
Carolina are seeking to persuade the Senate to 
remove the Murray and Gillette MVA bills from 
the Committee on Agriculture and Forestry, 
where they could receive fair treatment on their 
merits, and transfer them to Bailey’s Commerce 
Committee, where they would be in guess-whose 
hands. Right the first time: Senator Overton's, 

The Senator from Louisiana would see to it, 
in so far as it lay in his considerable power, that 
the MVA legislation never got out of committee. 
What he is after, therefore, is not a legitimate 
transfer of bills on the grounds that one com- 
mittee has a stronger claim to them than an- 
other. No such argument appears to have been 
so far advanced. He is actually seeking the Sen- 
ate’s permission to pigeon-hole the MVA bills. 

Could anything show more vividly how much 
its opponents fear MVA, how reluctant they are 
to let their makeshift, outmoded ideas stand up 
in fair battle with this new and living idea? 
Overton is asking the Senate to pre-judge the 
MVA bills, to condemn them without a hear- 
ing, to pass his Army-Reclamation “compromise” 
instead and to do it in haste because he is afraid 
it will not look any better than it actually is if 
it ever is compelled to stand comparison with 
the MVA bills. 

There are men in the Senate who are not 
only unwilling to be party to this underhanded 
attack on MVA, but who have.jhe courage and 
the ability to oppose it. Senators Murray and 
Gillette, the authors of the MVA bills in the 
Senate, have a worthy ally in Senator Aiken of 
Vermont, who is familiar with the delaying tac- 
tics of the Commerce Committee because of 
what it has done to his St. Lawrence waterway 
bill. They should have still other stout allies 
when the issue comes to a vote. 

The fighters for MVA in the Senate, and in 
the Missouri Valley, must realize that on the 
outcome of this move to refer the bills to the 
Commerce Committee may depend the entire 
MVA crusade. They must remember that the 
more the opponents of MVA despair of defeat- 
ing it by fair and open means, the more they 
will try to defeat it by just such shabby tricks. 

The fight is out in the open, and Senator 
Overton makes plain that he means it to be a 
fight to the death. He is quoted as saying, as 
has been all too obvious all along, that passage 
of the Arniy-Reclamation compromise would kill 
MVA. He doesn’t need to be quoted as saying 
referral of MVA to him would kill it; MVA 
has no worse enemy than this man. 

In fair play, in simple honor, the Senate can- 
not let Mr. Overton get away with his tricky 
maneuver. MVA, the best hope of this broad, 
rich valley of ours, has a right to be heard, fully 
and freely and fairly, in the committee rooms 
and on the floor of the Senate of the United 
States. We have confidence that the Senate 
will see to it that MVA is not consigned to the 
hands of those whose minds are made up to 
destroy it, but is heard and debated and decided 
upon by majority vote, That is our democratic 
way of decision.

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Facts on the President’s Health 

Many readers must have enjoyed a satisfying 
sense of reassurance after seeing the detailed 
and authoritative report on President Roose- 
velt’s health presented in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch by Charles G. Ross. 

Such a complete documentation as Mr. Ross 
Vice Adm. Mc- 
Intire, the President’s physician, and other 
sources might have swayed some votes to Mr. 
Roosevelt if the facts had been made public 
during the campaign. Yet it was on the whole 
better that White House sources confined them- 
selves to general statements before the election, 
for their reports might then have been criticised 
as designed to influence the voting. By with- 
holding publication of their views until now, the 
high authorities added weight to their state- 
ments. 


It is gratifying to learn that “the President's | 


condition today is tip-top,” to quote Mr. Early; 
that the many alarming rumors about his health 
in the last few months were baseless, and that, 
in his physician's words, ‘‘He is in better physical 
wondition than the average man of his age.” It 
is also gratifying to hear from his secretary 
that ‘‘we have always told the exact truth about 
the President's physical condition, and always 
will tell the exact truth.’”” The article by Mr. 
Ross should eliminate a worry from the minds 
of many citizens. 
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Ford's Expansion 

Ford Motor Company, most private of enter- 
prises, will spend 150 million dollars on postwar 
expansion—which only emphasizes once again 
that hard-headed seekers of profit do believe in 
continued opportunity in this country. If, as 
seems probable, the Ford plans are an indication 
of trends among automobile makers generally, 
this great industry may well lead the way toward 
the 55 or 60 million jobs our people require. 

It may be a most excellent sign, too, that 
Ford, teacher of the first great object lesson in 
the profits to be gained from lower prices, is 
planning to offer a lower-priced car in addition 
to its regular line. 

It is, of course, pleasing that a sizable part of 
the Ford budget will be invested in the St. 
Louis area, because it will create jobs and in- 
crease trade. Of course, such pleasures are mu- 
tual. Ford, a big user of water transportation, 
can barge in raw materials and barge out auto- 
mobiles to places as distant as the upper Ten- 
nessee Valley and the Texas Gulf Coast, at very 
large savings.. St. Louis is big enough to assimi- 
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late such a plant, and the labor supply is di- 
verse enough to provide the necessary skills. 

- So the Ford announcement is good news for 
St. Louis in particular and a good omen for the 


country in general. 
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The Spectacle of - Election 

Citizens of the United States will need to 
read newspapers in Buenos Aires, Rio de Ja- 
neiro and Sao Paulo to learn how much the 
mere fact of a national election in their coun- 
try on Nov. 7 meant to other peoples. For as 
Joseph Newman reports to the New York Herald 
Tribune in a dispatch from Buenos Aires, news- 
papers in dictator-ridden Argentina and Brazil 
were moved by it to enthuSiastic praise “for the 
exercise of democratic principles in the United 
States, even in time of war.” 

La Prensa and La Nacion, Argentina’s two 
greatest newspapers, speaking editorially, dared 
the wrath of a Government censorship that has 
semi-gagged them. La Prensa said the United 
States had set the world ‘“‘a great example,” had 
“demonstrated that there can be no danger of 
dictatorship in a country which renews its prin- 
cipal authority through clean elections every 
four years.” La Nacion said the election in the 
United States ‘represented new proof of the 
living virtue of democracy compared with irre- 
sponsible regimes which disturbed the world and 
brought it to the catastrophe in which they are 
being sunk.” 

“Many South American newspapers,” Mr. New- 
man said in his dispatch to the Herald Tribune, 
“being unable to report elections of their own, 
devoted extensive space to news and editorial 
comment about the elections in the United 
States.” 

Newspaper editors in Argentina and Brazil 
can speak of the spectacle of free election with 
a special kind of ardor, for they speak of a 
precious right of which they and their fellow- 
countrymen are deprived. _ 

All the people of Argentina and Brazil who 
hunger for freedom can look at free elections 
with eyes to which it is all strange and wonder- 
ful and right. To them, at least, the adventure 
in freedom in which United States citizens par- 
ticipated on Nov. 7 had nothing matter-of-fact 
about it. In this day, when in many nations the 
people are the servants of their servants and 
public opinion is gagged and bound, there is vir- 
tue in listening when, in any country anywhere, 
the people speak. 
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Tromso’s Salute to Billy Mitchell 

Cape Hatteras is nearly 2000 leagues from 
Tromso Fjord, and 21 years have passed since 
“Billy” Mitchell proved planes could sink bat- 
tleships, but surely his exploit of Sept. 5, 1923, 
paved the way for the R. A. F. Lancasters’ de- 
struction of the Tirpitz Sunday afternoon. 

Dispatches of the day relate how he led his 
planes over the old battleships Virginia and 
New Jersey (casualties of the Washington Con- 
ference), and 2000-pound bombs dropped from 
a height of 10,000 feet sent the ships to the 
bottom. This demonstration by the hard-think- 
ing, sharp-talking Assistant Chief of the Army 
Air Service that air power could be effective 
against ships of the line was surely prologue to 
the six-ton bomb which gave the unsinkable 
superdreadnought the coup de grace. 

At the time, the American Admirals were 
loath to concede this blow to their professional 
pride, and many Generals sided with them, be- 
cause they didn’t like Mitchell's hard fighting 
for an independent air force. An attack upon 
the conduct of the Army and Navy air services 
brought him before a general court-martial, and 
he resigned from the Army in 1926. 

Before his death 10 years later, however, many 
of his professional insistences were being ac- 
cepted. To his genius and foresight the Tirpitz

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Grave Danger in Rats 

Unless we get rid of domestic rats, Dr. E. C. 
Faust, Tulane University parasitologist, told the 
Southern Medical Association, it is only a ques- 
tion of time until the broad beachhead that 
endemic typhus has already established will 
spread over the whole country. It is an alarm- 
ing prospect and In no wise an exaggerated 
one. The infection has already reached as far 
east as Oklahoma and North Dakota. 

For Dr. Faust to make the statement in St. 
T.oulis, which is notably rat-infested, is all too 
unhappily appropriate. With so much freight- 
car and river-barge traffic terminating in or 
passing through St. Louis, rodent control is 
particularly difficult here. It is made the more 
so by the large proportion of old buildings. An 
uphill battle lies ahead. Yet it must be waged. 
Economic losses are already large; the plague 
must be guarded against. 

We could combine our efforts to. get rid of 
coal smoke. Shall we do less with the menace 
that stalks and chatters by night?

But is- 
sues to divide the whole Legislature along 
strict party lines seldom come up more 
than once or twice in a session, 

Neither have Governors been prone to 
operate for party labels. Frequently they 
have got along better with members of the 
opposite party than they have with their 
own, It is the members of his own party 
that descend on a Governor with impos- 
sible patronage demands and go away mad 
when they are refused, 

Gov. Donnell didn't attempt to work 
through his own party in the Legislature, 
dHiis policy wag hands off. Gov. Stark was 
a hard driver who wound up as anything 


e 


but a party regular. On hot Issues, he 
usually had more Republican support than 
Democratic. 

The years ahead will be filled with tre- 
mendous responsibilities that are neither 
Democratic nor Republican. If the re- 
vised Constitution is adopted, the Legisla- 
ture will inherit a tremendous task. Con- 
stitutional changes must be implemented 
by laws, an undertaking second only to 
the year-long work of the Constitutional 
Convention itself. 

Missouri must be prepared for the post- 
war period, whenever it comes. For lead- 
ership, the State looks to its Government, 
which means both the Governor and the 
Legislature. 

Unless somebody goes out of his way to 
stir up partisan trouble, there is no reason 
why the two shouldn’t be able to work to- 
gether for the benefit of Missouri.

A Brightly Written Book 
On the Battle of America 


“The Battle Against Isolation,” by Walter Johnson. 

(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) - 

Much has been written of the Battle of 
Britain, in its way one of the decisive 
battles of modern times, for it determined 
that Hitler should not take over that tight 
little isle. This present volume, however, 
treats a struggle of perhaps much greater 
import to the preservation of democracy 
on the earth, the Battle of America, of 


which the literature as just begun to 
appear. This battly% while of ideas and 
emotions rat lan of military action, 


had as it issue the determination of our 
people to become “the arsenal of demos 
racy’-—-the first great step ta preserving 
freedom on the earth. 

The author, an able historian at the 
University of Chicago, was on another 
quest when he found this subject too im- 
portant and too interesting to be neglected. 
He was gathering material for a book 
about William Allen White, and the Sage 
of Emporia, with characteristic generosity, 
had thrown open his files. Therein. Dr. 
Johnson found the intimate inside story 
of the Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, which White had headed. 
The result was this book, soon to be fol- 
lowed by a volume on the life and letters 
of the great editor of the Kansas plains.

Two figures stand out in the story: 
White, who used a shrewd mind steeped 
in political wisdom for the welfare of the 
nation and the world: and Clark Eichel- 
berger, a Pennsylvanian whose intimate 
knowledge of the liberal international 
forces had been gained by long years’ ex- 
perience in running the League of Nations 
Association and other organizations to edu- 
cate our people to their responsibilities in 
world crisis. The two made a team, with 
White in charge of the formation of policy 
and Eichelberger fashioning the organiza- 
tion and stimulating the funds to finance ’ 
the nation-wide appeal to the minds and 
consciences of the people. 

Every step of the way from the first 
effort, in the fall of 1939, to substitute 
cash-and-carry for complete isolation, to 
the final passage of the Lend-Lease Act, 
March 15, 1941, these two men kept in 
touch with President Roosevelt, whose 
counsel was of the greatest aid. 

These pages retrace the story of the 
pitched battle between the Committee to 
Defend America and the America Firsters, 
which might almost be likened to a “soft” 
civil war on the home front. Such episodes 
as Mrs. Dwight Morrow’s appeal to counter- 
act her son-in-law’s isolationism (which the 
Emporia Gazette captioned “Listen to 
Mamma") should not be forgotten. The 
high heat came in the 80-day debate on 
lend-lease, in the passage of which the 
White group played a vital part. 

It is a well-styled, brightly written book, 
with pace and interest as well as pith and 
importance.

He has been given satrict orders 
by military authorities not to dis-, 
cuss his experiences, Hughes said.| 
At the time of his capture with 
the fall of Bataan, Hughes was a 
private, first class. He ‘arrived at 
Union Station yesterday with a 
complete new set of uniforms, and 
with sergeant’s stripes sewed on 
his sleeves. 

After he entered the army early 
in 1941, he wags sent to Clark Field, | 
Manila, and was there at the time 
of Pearl Harbor. After being 
taken prisoner, he was sent with 
others to Davao on the island of 
Mindanao in the Philippine group , 

When American planes started 
assaults on the Southern Philip- 
pines, the Japanese began moving | 
their prisoners to other camps. 
Hughes was among troops packed 
tightly in the hold of one of the 
transfer ships. When it was tor- 
pedoed, the prisoners _ started 
swimming toward shore and were | 


fired upon by the Japanese. | 

He was among 83 who reached 
shore and were cared for by Fili- 
Pino guerrillas. The Americans 
were Jater picked up by subma- 
rines and planes and taken to hos- 
pitais in New Guinea for a check- 
up. 

Hughes was uninjured. and his 
mother received word from a doc- 
tor in a hospital in New Guinea 
that he was in good condition and

MAIL FRAUD OVER ESTATE 


Michael Joseph O'Donnell, an 
embalmer of Hannibal, Mo., was 
charged in an indictment returned 
by the September term Federal 
grand jury today with using the 
mails to defraud his bondsman 
and an estate of which he was 
administrator. 

On his appointment 
Marion County Probate Court, 
O’Donnell, the indictment said, 
procured a bond for $2000 from 
the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty Co., under the terms of 
which he was required to deposit 
all funds in a Hannibal bank and 
to withdraw them only on the 
countersignature of a representa- 
tive of the bonding company, The 
indictment, in 18 counts, charged 
him with depositing the funds in 
a Decatur (Ill.) bank instead and 
making withdrawals for his own 
use to the sum of $2794. A second 
indictment charged him with de- 
frauding the estate of a World 
War I veteran, for whom he was 
guardian, of $1509.

This compares with the margin 
of two the Democrats held over 
Republicans when they went into 
the election. However, the Demo- 
crats elected three additional mem- 
bers to fill unexpired terms—until 
Jan. 3—while one Democrat has 
resigned. The’ lineup now is 216 
Democrats and 212 Republicans. 

Provided soldier votes do not 
change the results in Missouri or 
Pennsylvania, the new Senate will 
line up this way: Democrats, 57; 
Republicans, 38; Progressive, 1. 
This would give the Republicans 
a net gain of one.

When served at other meals 
except breakfast, it helps the 
budget to combine eggs with other 
ingredients to help stretch out 
their goodness, The following 
recipe for egg cutlets does this 
job in a commendable way. Re- 
member when hard cooking eggs 
never to let them boil. If they 
do the whites are sure to be rub- 
bery and tough. Keep them be- 
low the boiling point at all times 
in the cooking and run cold water 
over them when they are done to 
prevent any black ring from 
forming around the yolk. Prepare 
the cutlet mixture early enough 
to allow it to chill before shaping, 
for neat shaped cutlets. Golden 
rich brown cutlets, with piping 
hot pea sauce and-an attractive 
garnish of cress or fresh green 
parsley will please eager custom- 
ers down to the last drop of the 
sauce and crumb of the cutlets. 


Egg Cutlets, 


One-fourth cup margarine, one 
tablespoon chopped onion, one- 
fourth cup chopped celery, six 
tablespoons flour, one and one- 
half cups milk, one and one-half 
cups cooked spaghetti (three- 
fourths cup uncooked); five hard- 
cooked eggs, diced, one cup grated 
carrot, two tablespoons minced 
parsley, one tablespoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one egg 
beaten, one tablespoon milk, three- 
fourths cup fine bread crumbs, 
three tablespoons bland shorten- 
ing. 

Melt margarine in a pan. Add 
celery and onion and saute until 
slightly transparent. Blend in the 
flour. Add the milk and cook 
with constant stirring until mix- 
ture cooks and ig smooth and 
thickened. Add the spaghetti, 
eggs, carrot, parsley, salt and pep- 
per. Spread evenly in a shallow 
pan and chill. Cut into eight por- 
tions. Shape each piece into cone 
shaped croquettes. Dip each into 
combined egg and milk mixture 
and roll in bread crumbs, Lightly 
brown on all sides in the hot 
shortening. When done, stick a 
sprig of parsley in the thick end 
of corquette and serve hot with 
creamed peas. Eight croquettes. 

Egg cutlets could be used for 
either a luncheon entre or for the 
dinner meal. We are suggesting it 
for the dinner menu, to be served 
with buttered beets, a crisp, peppy, 
raw cabbage salad, crusty rolls 
and a chocolate refrigerator des- 
sert. 


Chocolate Refrigerator Dessert, 


Use one package of chocolate 
pudding (or two cups home pre- 
pared chocolate pudding), Empty 
contents of package into top of 
double boiler, Add two cups milk 
gradually stirring to keep smooth. 
Cook over hot water until mixture 
is smooth and thickened (15 min- 
utes). Add some of hot mixture to 
two beaten egg yolks, and return 
to original mixture, Continue to 
cook two minutes, add one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine. Cool slightly; 
fold in egg whites, beaten stiff 
with three tablespoons sugar, add 
few drops of peppermint (or oil 
of peppermint from drug store) if 
desired, Use a loaf pan (8%x4%x 
2%) and pour mixture in alter- 
nate layers with thinly cut 
(bought) angel food, sunshine or 
pound cake. Cover and chill sev- 
eral hours or overnight. Vanilla 
or butterscotch pudding could be 
Substituted for chocolate, 


LUNCHEON: In order to meet 
the basic seven food requirements, 
potatoes should be served Caily— 
no less than six times a week, 
Since our dinner menu does not 
include potatoes, we recommend 
cream of potato soup for lunch, 
Serve broiled ground beef sand- 
wiches, stuffed into hollowed-out 
crusty roll cradles, leftover cookies 
for dessert. 

BREAKFAST: Chilled tomato 
juice, griddle cakes and browned 
pork sausage links or patties, 
Heat honey to serve with griddle 
cakes, It helps keep them hot and 
appetizing.

When I was a medical student 
there was. not a single drug for 
which it could be claimed that 
taken inside the body it killed a 
germ or bacterium or disease. 
There were drugs for animal para- 
sites, such as quinine for malaria, 
and ipecac for amebic dysentery, 
but these did not strictly come 
within the definition of bacteria. 
Just about the time [ was pradu- 
nted salvarsan, or 606, waa intro 
duced and later the penius of Paul 
de Kruif gave it the name of the 
magic bullet, because it was a bul- 
let that killed only the harmful 
germ of disease and did not in- 
jure the tissues of the host in 
which the germ was imbedded. 
Still 606 was also direeted against 
an animal parasite rather than a 
bacterium.

THEN WE ALL remember the 
excitement of the sulfa drugs about 
10 years ago, They did affect bac- 
teria, not animal parasites, Their 
particular affinity of virulence was 
against the streptococe! group in- 
cluding the pneumococci their 
use was, and largely still is, lim- 
ited ta pneumonia and blood poi- 
soning.

One 
thought at the time of the an- 
nouncement of the good effects 
that there was hardly any place 
for penicillin. The sulfa drugs 
seemed to be doing such a good 
job. At first it was announced 
that penicillin was valuable only 
against the staphylocci groups — 
those which cause boils and car- 
buncles and localized postular in- 
fections, but of late it has heen 
found that it is valuable against 
a wide range of infections. 

Still the research and new dis- 
coveries go on The latest an 
nouncements concern a substance 
called streptothricin, It is still in 
the experimental stage, but it 
seems to be antagonistic to still 
another group of germs, the 
typhoid bacillary dysentery co 
lon bacillus group which causes 
disturbances mostly in the intes- 
tines,

THE HISTORY of the substance 
dates from 1941 when Wakeman, 
of the New Jersey Agricultural 
Station, isolated a substance from 
the soil, streptothrix. It might 
seem to a casual non-sciéntific 
reader that these discoveries just 
happen, but there is hard work 
involved. Streptothricin, for in- 
stance, is absorbed on charcoal 
from a fluid culture medium from 
which it ¢an be recovered by di 
lute acid, Behind that fairly sim 
ple sentence then lies-hours and 
probably weeks and months of 
hard work, of trial and error 

After it was isolated a long 
series of experiments had to be 
made to find out what it would do, 
The exact dilution at which it 
would operate. best had to be 
found. Experiments on culture 
media showed it had an inhibitory 
action on the kind of bacteria 
mentioned. sut would it work in 
vivo—in a living animal? That 
could only be found by animal ex 
periment which waa carried out in 
mice, Finally it was tentatively 
tried out on patients. 

The experiments, as T have indi 
cated, are still going on [It is not 
yet ready to put on the druggists 
shelves. But the fact that this new 
discovery in the tradition of the 
great triumphs of chemotherapy 
during the past decade indicates 
that we may expect more such dis- 
coveries in the near future. 


Lentil Soup With Frankfurters 


Two cups lentils, two onions, one 
carrot, boiling water, one-half bay 
leaf, two stalks celery, one-fourth 
teaspoon thyme, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth pound salt pork, cubed; 
one tablespoon fortified margar- 
ine, one cup cream, four frank- 
furters. Soak lentils overnight. 
Drain, Put in saucepan with one 
onion, carrot, bay leaf, celery, 
thyme and boiling water to cover. 
Simmer until lentils are soft, or 
about one hour. Meanwhile, melt 
one tablespoon of margarine in a 
skillet, add the other onion minced 
and the salt pork and saute until 
they are a golden brown. Add 
pork mixture to the lentils and 
simmer 15 minutes. Remove from 
fire and rub through = strajner. 
Bring back to boil and add cream, 
Meanwhile, parboil the frankfur- 
ters and cut up in one-inch slices 
and float on top of soup before 
serving. (An Italian or Portugese 
type of sausage is even better than 
frankfurters for garnishing this 
soup, if available.)
